SHOW PILED IN DRIFTS 
DY FORCE OF THE GALE 


Rivers Ice-Choked and Communica- 
tion Across Rivers’ Difficult. 
Street Traffic Almost Sus- 
pended—Same Conditions 
Throughout East. 


New York, February 17.—New York city 
borne the brunt of the fiercest snow 
that has struck this section of the 
since the great. bligzard of 1888. 

& soon after midnight the storm 


force of the gale piled the 
snow in great drifts that for a time al- 
Most suspended traffic, except in’ the 
main thoroughfares, where the car tracks 
were only kept open by the constant use 
of snow plows and sweepers. 

Communication between Manhattan and 
Brooklyn was subject to long delay. Tbe 
ferry boats with difficulty made trips 
acroys the ice-choked rivers, and the tug 
boats, lighters and shipping , generally 
.was almost at a standstill. So heavy 
was the snowfall that the loading of ves- 
sels was stopped, it being impossible to 
keep the hatches open. 

Two steamers which arrived during the 
night Strugglied as far as Quarantine, 
where they came to anchor. Several 
steamers are supposed to be off Sandy 
Hook waiting for the storm to abate 
before attempting to enter the port. 

Tonight the local weather bureau re- 
ports that the worst of the snowfall, 
which began to abate in the afternoon, is 
probably over. The fall up to 3 p. m. 
was 9 3-10 inches. 

Hurricane Warnings Hoisted. 

This afternoon hurricane warnings were 
hoisted at Sandy Hook and New York, 
and many vessels are detained in port. 

There was considerable delay in the 
arrival of the mails. The local deliveries 
of mail were hampered by the difficulty 
of driving the wagons through the snow 
~ encumbered streets. 

All mafl service between this city and 
points on Long Island was practically 
suspended. : 

The congestion of the traffic on the 
Manhattan street car lines was severe 
during the morning, when many of the 
avenues were blocked with long lines of 
stalled cars. On Broadway wheel traf- 
fic was ¢onfined to the narrow lanes be- 
tween high snow hills and along these 
cabs, trucks and cars crawled at a snail's 
pace. From other thoroughfares truck 
traffic disappeared almost entirely. 

In the shopping district the blockade 
was so complete that several of the great 
department stores closed at 4 o'clock. 
Four thousand men were set to work to 
clear the streets of Manhattan early in 
the afternoon. Of these half ‘were en- 
gaged in opening cross walks while 2,000 
men and 300 trucks were employed to 
work all night clearing the main streets. 
On the elevated lines there was consid- 
erable delay in the early hours. but by 
the evening rush hour all trains were 
running on time, although enormously 
overcrowded, owing to the interruption 
~ on the surface lines. 

Blockade General in Brooklyn. 
The Brooklyn bridge-was kept clear of 
snow fromthe time the storm began, 
but both the elevated and trolley cafs 
were crowded to their utmost capacy, 
although many thousands of Brok)yn- 
ites preferred the perilous passage of the 
ferries to participating in the cry on 
the bridge.

POSTMASTER SMYTH 


DIES UNEXPECTEDLY 
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POSTMASTER W. H. SMYTHE, 
Whose- Unexpected Death Yesterday Was a Shock and Source of Deep 
Regret to Many Friends. 
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Well-Known Official Expires After Few Days’ Illness 
from Grip and Physicians Are at a Loss'to 
Explain It. 


AJOR WILLIAM — HH. 
M postmaster and'cre of the best 
‘known and most prominent citi- 
zens of Atlanta, diced yesterday afternoon 
at 12:45 o’clceck at his residence, 49 Peach- 


tree street. sd 

His death was quite urexpected, and is 
@ great shock t) the friends and ac- 
quaintances cf Major Smyth and to the 
public generally. ‘Ihe end came after an 
iliness of less than one week. 

Major Smyth was in attendance wpon 
his duties at the: postoftice until last 
Wedneeday.’ He had contracted a severe 
ccld, and on that day he left the office 
~ith a bad cough. The cold developed in- 
to grip and the poctmaster was confined 
to his bed. His illness, however, was not 
considered serious, and it was thought 
he would soon be able to resume nis 
duties. : 

Sunday night the attending physicians 
left the bedside of the official shortly be- 
fore midnight. At that time he was in 
gcod spirits, and had been laughing and 
talking with them. They considered the 
conditicn of the patient encouraging. 
During yesterday morning, however, a 
sudden change for the worse occurred, 
crd the patient began to sink. The efforts 
cf the physicians to restore him were 
futile, and srortly after noon he breathed 
his last. The physicians state that the 
cause cf death is inexp!ainable. 

News of Major Smyth's death soon 
spread, and occasioned much sorrow in 
the city. Expressicns of sympathy and 
words of praise for the dead postmaster 
vere heard on al] sides. 

Was an Able Official. 

Major Smyth had proved himself one of 
the mcst efficient and cepable postmas- 
ters that ever held office in Atlanta, and 
he leaves an excellent record. .Under

his administration mary improvements 
were made ‘nthe postofiice and the ser- 
vice was ettered generaliy, He worked 
to th2> end of giving Atlanta a first. class 
pestofiice service, and he suecceded. His 
efforts along this line were greatly ap- 
preciated. 

The deceased was a thoroughly public- 
epirited man, and evinced great interest in 
all matters pertaining to the unbuilding 
and advancement cf the city. He had 
watched the growth cf Atlanta from the 
ashes of the civil war. During his resi- 
dence here he had attracted about hii 
hosts cf friends, who offer their deepest 
Sympathy to the bereaved relatives. 

Major Smyth had held other positions of 
public trust in Atlanta under the United 
States government. He served two terms, 
eight years, as United States marshal! for 
Georgia. He was first appointed by Pres- 
ident Grant, March ‘22, 1873, and was re- 
appointed March 23, 1877. He accepted that 
position at the request of General Grant. 

In 1881 he was appointed to the office 
of United States commissioner for the 
northern district of Georgia and served in 
that cuvacity for three years. He was 
appointed assistant postmaster of Atlanta 
in July, 1889, during the administration of 
Postmaster Lewis. After the democrats 
came into power Major Smyth was retired 
from offic2 in 1894, after which he traveled 
in Europe for some time. 

During the first administration of the 
late President McKinley, Major Smyth 
Was appointed postmaster assuming 
charge of the office November 15, 1897. His 
reappointment to that position was an- 
nounced by President Roosevelt and was 
confirn.ed by the senate only a few days 
ago.

Minority Voted to Pass the War 


~— Without Debate, 


MAJORITY ASTONISHED 
BY DEMOCRATIC MOTION 


Minority Leaders Knew That, Under 
the Gag Rule, Opposition Was 
Useless — Passage of the 
Bill Preceded by a 
Hot Debate.

February  17.—(Special.)— 
By the shrewdest parliamentary move 
which this congress has witnessed the 
democrats of the house stole a lot of 
campaign thunder upon which the re- 
publicans had fondly counted. 

As was anticipated, Leader Richardson 
and his lieutenants made the hardest 
fight ‘they could make against the adop- 
tion of the drastic rule brought in by 
the republicans to prevent any tariff re- 
form amendments to the bill repealing 
the war revenue taxes. The republicans 
stood unitedly in support of the report 
of the rules committee. however. The re- 
publicans counted upon putting the dem- 
ocrats in the attitude of wasting two 
days in fruitless debate upon a bill which 
they would eventually support, thus mak- 
ing a record for needless delay. but just 
as soon as.the result of the vote upon 
the rule had been announced Major Rich- 
ardson succeeded in getting recognition 
and made a forma] request for unanimous 
consent that the bill be voted upon then 
and there without further delay. 

The renublicans were knocked off their 
feet by this unexpected development. Of 
course they could not oppose it, but con- 
sent meant that the demiocrats would 
get full credit for prompt repeal. There 
was hurried consultation between Messrs.

Washington, February 17.—After an 
extended debate the senate ‘today passed 
the bill establishing a permauert censns 
office. The discussion related. principally 
to the collection and publication by the 
directer of the census of statistics re- 
specting the production of cotton. Mr. 
‘Allison vigorously: opposed the provision, 
but it was inserted in the bill. 

Several other bills of importance on 
the calendar were passed, amyeng them 
one extending the charters of mational 
banks. 

When consideration was resumed of 


the permanent census bill, thé pending | 


amendment was that offered by Mr. Till- 
man, providing that the director of the 
census should issue monthly bulletins 
from October 1 each year until and in- 
cluding March 1, on the production of 
cotton as reported by the ginners. 

Mr. Allison opposed the amendment, 
principally because information concern- 
ing the cotton crop now was furnished 
by the secretary of agriculture. He de- 
scribed in detail ‘the methods pursued 
by the agriculturiil.*department’ in ob- 
taining -information concerning the pro- 
duction of cotton.’ 

He pointed oyt that returns were now 
being made te the agricultural depart- 
ment from every ginner in the cotton belt, 
and he ventured the opinion that the 
returns were as accurate as could be 
obtained by human agancies. 

How Cotton Was Advanced. 

Mr. Clay interrupted to say that he 
had no idea that one half of the gin- 
ners of cotton made reperts tn the agri- 
cultural department. 


Mr. Culberson said that in November 


last the agricultural department is- 
Sued an estimate of the cotton 
production of such a nature that 
the price of cotton rose im- 


mediately $2 a bale. He thought that in- 
dicated a lack of accurate information 
previous to that time. 

Mr. Allison replied that the reports is- 
sued by priviate concerns had estimated 
the cotton crop last year as much greater 
than it proved to be. These reports had 
tended to keep prices down. He pointed 
out, however, that the agrcultural de- 
partment was first to give to the public 
accurate information concerning the pro- 
duction. 

Mr. Allison maintained that if the pro- 
ducers of cotton had depended upon the 
figures of the crop furnished by the agri- 
cultural department they would not have 
been led into disposing of their cotton 
for a lower figure than it actually was 
worth. : 

Mr. Bacon interrupted to inquire of 
Mr. Allison whether he was seeking by 
his argument to save the amount of the 
expenditure involved by the amendment, 
or whether he desired to postpone action 
upon the census Dill. 

“The suggestion in the latter part of 
the senator’s question,’’ replied Mr. Alli- 
son, with evident annoyance, “I will Say, 
is unkind.”’ 

Mr. Bacon interrupted to say that his 
question was intended only as a bit of 
pleasantry. 

“That is not a matter of pleasantry,” 
retorted Mr. Allison. “‘The’ suggestion 
of the senator that I am trying to post- 
pone the passage of the bill is gratui- 
tous.”’ 

Bacon Quiets Allison. 

Mr. Bacon. disclaimed any intention to 
reflect upon Mr. Allison’s motives, thus 
ending the incident. 

Later Mr. Bacon inquired of Mr. Alli- 
son whether he, representing a corn 
state, realized more fully the importance 
of the pronosed amendment to the cotton 
producers than all the senators from the 
cotton states. 

Mr. Allison replied that he might be 
regarded as in the position of the jury- 
man opposed to his eleven associates, but 
that he would be satisfied whatever the 
result might be. 

Mr. Money proposed an amendment to 
the amendment, so that the bulletins 
should be issued weekly, beginning S®p- 
tember 1 of each year and extending to 
and including February. 

The amendment to the amendment was 
agreed to and the amendment as amend- 
ed was then adopted without division. 

Mr. Allison moved that the paragraph 
authorizing the director of the census to 
collect cotton statistics be stricken out, 
but the motion was lost. 

The bill was then passed and the sen- 
ate shortly afterward adjourned. 
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table. This motion was carried, 1% to 123, 
and the special rule was adopted 158 to 
120. 

Upon the announcement of the vote Mr, 
Richardson, the’ minority «eader, sprang 
a surprise which ended the whole pro- 
ceeding and put the bill immediately upon 
its passage. Rising in his seat; he said: 

‘Mr. Speaker, I rise to make a request 
for unanimous consent. In view of the 
fact that we are not permitted to amend 
the pending bill, and in view of the fact 
that two days’ debate is absolutely fruit- 
less under this rule, I ask unanimous con- 


sent that the bill be put upon its passage | 


now.” (Applause on both sides.) 

Members looked at each other in amaze- 
ment. Only a few of the democrats han 
knowedge of the contemplated coup and 
none of @he republicans had wind/of it. 
The speaker put the request and raised 
his gavel. 

“Ts thore objection?’ he asked. He wait- 
ed a moment. Not a sound was heard. 
“The chair hears none,” said the speaker 
as he brought his gavel down with ~ 
whack. Then spontaneously from both 
sides the applause rang aut. In one mo- 
ment all dehate was wiped out and. the 
clerk, by the direction of the speaker, 
read the Dill. 

The verbal amendments were agreed to 
in gross. Mr. Payne, the majority leader, 
demanded the yeas and nays upon the 
final passage of the bill. 

The bill was passed unanimously, 278 
members voting ‘‘aye.”’ The announce- 
ment of the result was applauded on 
both sides of the house. 

The house then adjourned.

TAFT RECALLS 


Tells Committee He May Be 
. Like Dickens’ Character in 
_ Discussing Philippines. 


HE STRONGLY OPPOSED — 
ACQUISITION OF ISLANDS 


But Now That We Have Them, He 
‘$hinks We Ought To Hold 
Them—He Elaborates His 
Views on Future Gov- 
ernment. 


Wasnington, February 17.—Governor 
Taft in his testimony before the senate 
committee on the Philippines today stated 
more s'.ccinctly than “re had heretofore 
Kis thecry—which is, he said, also the 
theory of the Philippine commission—as 
to what congress should do in the way 
of supplying the Philippine pe>ple with a 
form of government. 

His plan is, first, to give the people a 
qualified suffrage with gradual growtb in 
popular government, which should be en- 
larged throvgh education in the English 
‘language and in American institutions. 
Second, to institute wittiin a reasonably 
short time a local iecgislature to consist 
of two bodies, one to be chosen by vote 
and the other to be appointive; third, to 
rermit the islands to send two or three 
representatives to Washington 

In reply te questions. Governor Taft 
said he agreed with General Funston that 
the establishment of a popular assem- 
blage would give opportunity to <lema- 
gogues to stir up the pevple, but that he 
did not include in this designation all 
persons who are cpposed to American 
cecntrol. There are, he said, 'nany men 
in the islands who conscientiously oppose 
the domination of the United States. To 
grant independence would, he thought, 
have the effect of consigning the 9 per 
cent of uneducated peopie in the islands 
10 the same ‘servile positicn they heid un- 
der Spanish rule. 


‘For Quasi-Independence Eventually. 


He thought there should be a declara- 
tion on the part of the United States of 
its intention to hold the xlands indetinite- 
ly, with the understanding th: when 
they are suitable for, such 1 condition, 
they may be given a qu: si-independence. 
Such pronouncement by this country 
would be welcomed by many; and would 
do much good. 

. Replying to Senator Rawlins, Governor 
Taft advanced the idea that, on account 
of the fact that the Filipinos have for 
three nundred years been under the in- 
fluenc: of the Christian religion, they 
would prove to be different from other 
Malay races, and that in time, under the 
influence of American education, the pco- 
ple might become capable of self-govern- 
ment. He did not consider the case 48s 
parallel with that presented in India. He 
thought all the difficulties of race and 
climate might be overecme, but held 
that it would take time and require much 
petience in the matter of training on our 
part. He anéicipaied some trouble om ac- 
count of undue or illegal exploitation of 
the islands «nd corruption in cise of con- 
tinued American occupaticn, but he would 
rot on account of this danger turn the 
islands back to the fate of an oligarchy 
so long as there is a probabilfty of suc- 
ci ss as there.is in this case. 

He May Be a Mark Tapley. 

“I did not -criginally ftuvor the acuauisi- 
tion of the Philippines, «nd I was sorry 
at the time that we got them; but now 
that we are there, I see no other way 
than to go on and carry out the nian 
that I have suggested. I may be a Mark 
Tapley in this matter,” he continued, ‘“‘but 
if I did not believe that we could bring 
these people out, regardless of the fact 
ihat the feat we propose is to an extent 
unprecedented—if I did not believe we 
should succeed in doing What we are un- 


dertaking to do—I shouid resign imme- 
diately and come home.” 
His idea was to unite example and 


actual practice In the American control 
of the islands, and he believed that the 
result would be the uplifting and the 
education of the people to a point which 
would put them on a piane far above 
that which is at present occupied. He be- 
lieved that then they would find the as- 
sociation with the Unifed States so profit- 
able aud agreeable that they would net 
want to sever the relationship, and that 
possibly the relationship might continue 
perpetually 

The committee then adjourned for the 
day.

Telegraph and telephone service in New 
York experienced little interruption, for 
while the snow was heavy there was no 
sleet to break the wires. 

During the day only a.few minor acci- 
dents to pedestians resulted from the 
storm. 

The fleet of war ships lying off quar- 
antine to await the arrival of Frince 
Henry was for hours cut off by floating 
ice from communication with the shore. 
Forty marines who put off to the ships in 
boats from Staten island were compelled 
to put back and return to the navy yard. 

Couldn’t Breast Snow Squalls. 

Long Island, from Montauk Point to 
Long Island Ctfty, is snow-bound. The 
storm kept the children from school and 
the schools were closed at noon. All 
lines of trolley cars were blocked by 
drifts and efforts to open them were of 
no avail. Many thousands of people em- 
ployed in New York and Brookirn had to 
turn back, unable to breast the blinding 
snow squalis. 

The Long Island Railroad Company and 
the New York and.Queens County Rail- 
road Company employed smal! armies of 
men with shovels _all day long fighting 
the snow. 

Advices received tonight from points in 
New Jersey show that the great blizzard 
has been felt from Bergen county to Cape 
May, and from Atlantic City to Camden. 
The latest advices are that during the 
evening the storm abated. ccnsiderably, 
the snew having ceased to fall and the 
wind having «lecreased in velocity. 

As was natural, the brunt of the gale, 
which appreached the dimensions of a 
hurricane, was felt by the seacoast 
towns, but the interior cities and towns 
did not escape. Travel by road was al- 
most impossible, cities and villages not 
proviijed with large gangs of Street clean- 
ers gave up the battle against the driv- 
ing snow early in the day; the railroads 
were enabled to move trains by the free 
tse of snow plows, and street car traffic 
all over Mie state was stopped until the 
sweeping machines and plows cleared the 
tracks about the middle of the afternoon. 
This applies to the large cities only, for 
in the smaller places the tracks are so 
badiy covered with snow that they may 
not be clearcd for two days.

ROOSEVELT BACKS HOBSON 


President Sends Special Message Re- 
garding the Merrimac Hero. 


HE URGES HIS’ RETIREMENT 


Thinks Hobson’s Eyes Are Affected, 
and He’s Entitled to Some 
Favor. 


Washington, February 17.—The presi- 
dent today sent to the senate & message 
recommending the retirement of Naval 
Constructor Richmond P. Hebson, and in 
accordance with this recommendation 
Senator Gallinger immediately introduced 
a bill providing for Mr. Hobson's trans- 
fer to the retir list. In his message 
the president giyes as his reason the 
trouble thal Mr. Hobson has had since 


1900 with this eyes, and recites the his- 
tory of that trouble 
It appears that in June, 1900, he was 


admitted to the naval hospital at Yoko- 
hama, Japan, when, according to the 
records, he suffered from weakness of 
the eyes and retinitis, which infirmities, 
It was stated, had heen contracted while 
on duty in repairing ships at Hong Kong. 
In January, 1902, he was examined by a 
retiring board, which decided that his 


incapacity Was not such as to justify re- | 
tirement. 
The president’s message concludes as 


follows: 

‘Without suggesting that any injustice 
has been done by this finding, and while 
in effect pronouncing it correct, Mr. Hob- 
son states, in a letter addressed to the 
secretary of the navy, February 5; 1902, 
that ‘the duty required in the construction 
corps in connection with plans and blue 
prints, and in connection with inspection 
and supervision in the glare at ship yards 
and navy vards, coauilien just the kind 
of use of tQe eyes that is painful and in- 
jurious ana would tend to thwart their 
recovery; that the condition of his eyes 
has improved since his return to the 
United States, while on special duty not 
in the usual line of work of the construc- 
tion corps; but that ‘under these favora- 
ble conditions the irritation and sensi- 
tiveness continue to show that he should 
not undertake work that taxes the eyes 
in the future.’ He accordingly asks spe- 
cial legislation authorizing his retirement 
as for disabilities incurred in the line of 
duty. This request is approved by the 
chief constructor and by the secretary 
of the navy. 

‘In consideration of the foregoing. but 
especially of the gallant service rendered 
by Mr. Hobson in the sinking of the Mer- 
rimac in.the harbor of Santiago. during 
the recent war with Snain. I recommend 
the enactment of a suitable measure for 
his relief "’ 

The bill introduced by- Senator Gallin- 
ger authorizes the president ‘“‘to trans- 
fer to the rétired list of the navy, as for 
disabilities incurred in the line of duty, 
Naval Constructor Richmond P. Hobson. 
U. S. Navy, at the rate of pay provided 
by section 1588 of the revised statutes In 
the case of officers retired on account of 
incapacity resulting from long and faith- 
ful service.”’

It was said along the wharves today 
that the oyster supply was far below the 
demand, and that many orders had been 
refused becatise the dealers could not de- 
liver the goods. 

New England Blanketed. 

Boston, Mass., February 17.—After an 
unprecedented stretch of clear weather, 
dating back to Christmas day, New Eng- 
land was blanketed today with a foot of 
wet snow and swept by a northeast gaie. 
This onslaught of the elements impeded 
traffic and carried down the telegraph and 
telephone wires, sO,that many important 
points were cut off.

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DANISH ISLES TO BE TAKEN 


Treaty of Cession Hs Been Ratified 
by the Senate. - 


BACON SOUGHT TO AMEND 


So as To Fix Status of Inhabitants, 
but His Amendment Was 
Rejected.

Washington, February 17.—(Special.)— 
The Danish West Indies purchase treaty 
was ratified by the senate today without 
a dissenting vote. The democrats, under 
the leadership of Senator Bacon, who is 
leader of the minority on the foreign rela- 
tions committee, endeavored to secure the 
elimination from the treaty of the stipu- 
lation that the status of the citizens of 
the islands shall be determined by con- 
gress, it beirig their contention that this 
is a matter tor the conrts, not for con- 
gress, a® they have argued in regard io 
the residents of all acquired territory, 
but failing to secure this change, they 
voted for ratification. Senator Bacon ex- 
plained that a good many senators, re- 
publicans as well as democrats, doubt 
exceedingly whether these islands arv 
worin five miliions, or anything ¢ise, to 
fie United States; but they felt impelled 
io sanction the purchase, as otherwise 
this government would be in the dog-in- 
the-manger attitude of declining to buy 
and at the same time refusing, under ihe 
Monroe doctrine, to let Denmark . sell 
them to any other Huropean government. 


Three Islands Ceded. 

The islands ceded are St. Thomas, St. 
John’ and St. Croix, composing the group 
cf the Antilles, known as the Vanish West 
indies and lying just east of Porto Rico. 
‘Lhe transaction has been under considera- 
tion since the adininistratfh of President 
Lincoln. 

The treaty and the report upon it were 
read at length and more or less discus- 


sion of the proposition was indulged in. | 


Senator Cullom, as chairman of the con- 
mittee of foreign relations, made a speech 
explaining the advantages of the acquisi- 
tion of the islands end Senators Bacon 
and McLaurin, of Mississippi, made brief 
remarks, saying that while they’ could 
not indorse all the provisions of the 
agreement, they would place ne obstacles 
in the way of ratification. 

Senator Bacon moved to amend the 
treaty by striking out the second para- 
graph of article 3 of the treaty reading 
as follows: 

“The civil rights and the political status 
of the inhabitants of the islands shall be 
determined by the congress subject to the 
stipulations contained in the present con- 
vention.’”’ 

He based hits opposition to this pro- 
vision on the ground that the constitution 
should extend to the islands when they 
become a part of the United States. He 
said, however, that the failure to accept 
the amendment would not prevent his 
voting for the treaty, for he believed in 
the Monroe doctrine. 


Bacon Amendment Rejected. 

Under that doctrine this country could 
not permit any European power to ac- 
quire the islands and we could not in 
fairness take this pcsition and then our- 
selves refuse to buy them when they are 
for sale. 

The amendment was rejected without 
division. 

Senator Cullom said the provision affect- 
ing the civil rights of the inhabitants 
was similar to the provision on the same 
subject in the Spanish treaty concerning 
Porte: Rico. 

Senator Cullom said that in taking the 
islands the United ‘States would assume 
no burden cf debt, as by the terms of the 
agreement all claims held by Denmark 
against the insular treasury would be 
cancelled. 

Serator Cullom explained that under the 
terms of the treaty-the United. States 
would take possession of the islands as 
scon as ratification could be exchanged 
and ‘said that it would not be necessary 
to delay that act until the appropriation 
of money to pay for them could be made. 

Serator Cullom’s motion to ratify then 
was adopted by a Viva voce vote. 


PANAMA FINANCES UNVEILED. 


Former Agent of Canal Company on 
the Stand. | 

Wasnington, February 17.—C. C. Colne, 
of Brooklyn, former financial agent of 
the old Panama company, was examined 
before the senate interoceanic canal com- 
mittee today by Chairman Morgan in re- 
lation to that company’s financial affairs. 
The fact was elicited that, aside from the 
money expended by the Panama Railroad 
Company for the purchase of machinery 
and supplies, over a million dollars was 
expended in this country by other agents 
for purposes unknown to the witness. 

He said that the Drexel-Morgan Bank- 
ing Company and other financial corcerns 
acted in a financial capacity for the 
Panama company at one time. In March, 
1889, ne severed his connection with the 
Panama Canal Company and _ shortly 
afterwards was sent to Paris by American 
capitalists to buy in, if possible, the 
Panama railroad. He was authorized to 
expend $12,000,000, but only upon the In- 
dorsement of those whom he represented. 
‘The witness said that during the period 
of construction work on the canal the 
dividends from 1878 to 1889 averaged about 
15 per cent, in 1881 about 34 per cent, and 
from 1882 to 1885 about 15 per cent, the 
largest amount being in a measure due 
to the sale of materials. 


Cutting the Price of Whisky. 

Peoria, Ills., February 17.—A cut in 
the price of distilled spirits was an- 
nounced today and now the basis for fin- 
ished goods is $1.28. While neither the 
representatives of the trust nor the in- 
dependent houses will talk concerning 
the cut, they both admit that it is the 
beginning ‘of a war. This rate-cutting 
has been going on for the past three 
weeks. |

For several days past preparations have 
been in progress here for a general strike 
and now trade is completely paralyzed. 
The strikers have in many instances at- 
tacked servants who were returning from 
market and robbed them of their pur- 
chases. 

The number of the strikers has _ in- 
creased to 80,000 and the strike movement 
is spreading throughout the vicinity of 
the city. 

Forty Thousand Strikers. 

Madrid, February 17.—It is estimated 
that 40,000 men have struck at Barcelona, 
and serious rioting is reported there to- 
day. 

The ‘nob cttempted to sack the market 
buildings and stopped all street traffic. 
The factories and shops in the city have 
been closed. Groups of women 
banners are taking a prominent part 
the disturbances. Several battalions 
troops are clearing the streets. 

In the chamber this afternoon General 
Castellanos -taxed the government with 
lack of energy in dealing wtih the Barce- 
lena rioters. 

Replying Senor Gonzales, minister of 
the interior, said that the nrefect at 
Barcelcna was not able to send a police 
commissary to each of the seventy-two 
simultaneous Stri'‘ers’ meetings in that 
city.

Money is freely 
put up by either side and a large amount 
of money will change hands on the re- 
sult. , 

The Record and The Tribune both have 
extra editions on the streets today. The 
Tribune quotes, directly’ and indirectly, 
something like a thousand business men 
as opposed to the dispensary. This The 
Record denies and comes out In an extra 
quoting several of the business men as 
stating that The Tribune had placed 
them in a false light. ‘and several more, 
who do not deny the accuracy-of The 
Tribune’s statement,’ but who say that 
they were quoted without authority.

JORDAN TALKS TO STUDENTS. 


University Winter Agricultural lass 
Hears Fine Address. 

Athens, Ga., February 17.—(Special.)— 
Hon, C. H. Jordan, chairman of the com- 
mittee of agriculture in the assembly of 
Georgia, and president of the Southern 
Cotton Growers’ Association, delivered an 
address this afternoon to the university 
winter agricultural class. Besides the 
mnembers of this class, the senior class,’ 
and members of the facu'ty, and a num- 
ber of the under-classmen were present. 

Mr. Jordan said the effort of the uni- 
versity to give the farmers of the state 
an education was a movement which de- 
ferves the cordial support of every man 
in Georgia. He said that the time had 
come when the farmers of the state must 
be educated and that the man of the hoe 
who talks against education is making an 
argument in favor of stagnation of all 
enterprises. The farmer, he continued, 
must study as well as plow, and his hand 
must be guided by his brain, for the re- 
sults of his handiwork show his mental 
caliber. He argued for an improvement 
in the ‘ives of the women in the country 
and for a higher education, which com- 
bined with energy and perseverance will 
finally enable the agriculturists of the 
country to fix their own price on the arti- 
cles which they raise. 

In concluding, he expressed the wish 
that the near future woud find the winter 
course at the university lengthened into 
a regular nine-months course and several 
hundred men securing their education 
there for work on the farm. 

"President Hughes, of the State Agricul- 
tura] Society anda graduate of the uni- 
versity, wil deliver a lecture on ‘‘Agri- 
eulture’’ in the chancellor’s lecture room 
tomorrow before the winter course . in 
agriculture and the senior class.

McAdams says he has discovered how

.from these plates. 


The negatives were found .in Shyle’s 
photograph establishment over Williams’ 
store in Talladega, and McAdams says 
there can be no question that the hills 
were printed from these negatives. There 
are twelve of the plates and six bills can 
be printed at one time. The paper on 
which the bills were printed was sensi- 
tized in the same manner as ordinary 
solio of albumin sheets. 


An ordinary. photographers’ printing 


frame was used in transferring the lines } 


from the plates, the sheets being reversed 
to get an impression on each side. The 
coloring was done by a mixture used in 
tinting photographs.

Farming operations for the coming crop 
year will be actively commenced in Mis- 
sissippi within the next two weeks and 
much speculation is now being indulged 
in concerning the probable cotton acre- 
age. / 

Careful inquiry has thus far failed to 
elicit any satisfactory _information as 
to whether there is likely to be a de- 
crease in cotton acreage, although this 
course has been quite freely predicted 
by the leading planters and students of 
cotton growing. 

The chief ground for the belief that 
there will be a decided decrease tn cot- 
ton acreage this year is the fact that 
the corn crop of last season was unusu- 
ally short and many small farmers will 
paee have sufficient feedstuff to keep the 
| usual number of work animals in good 
| condition during the planting and cul- 
tivating season. This same argument, 
however, was advanced about this time 
last year and yet no fadical drop in 
| acreage resulted. 

An enormous amount of corn and ether 
feedstuff is being shipped into Missis- 
sippi from the north at present, and if 
this conditioh of affairs can at any time 
have an effect on the cotton acreage it 
is sure to do so during the coming crop 
season. The assertion is made in a 
current issue of a cctton planter’s jour- 
nal that enough corn has been brought 
into Mississippi by the railroads since 
the war to buy and pay for every acre 
of land in the state.

Captain Allen says that expenience has 
shown that the cost of a single constable 
for one year does not exceec $50 gold, 
while the cost of maintaining an Ameri- 
can soldier ordinarily is reckoned at about

“Government only by consent of the 
governed” is the first and dominant 
principle which Mr.. Olney mentions. 
That principle was involved in the 
Titanic contest which Mr. Tilden led 
against the hosts of republicanism 
while yet South Carolina and Louisi- 
ana were held in leash to the radical 
machine by military power and their 
legislatures organized and guarded by 
federal bayonets. The democrats won 
the battle, but Mr. Tilden failed to se- 
cure the presidency. Nevertheless,

Not only is it a 
source of relief to the farmer, but it is 
also a redemption crop, ome that can be

HE growing of sugar cane and the 
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marketed as a staple product at a much 
greater profit than any other article 
grown by our farmers. 

The sugar cane grows to the greatest 
perfection throughout this entire section, 
especially in sandy soil, of which our 
part of the country abounds. It with- 
stands the drought and the wet season 
far better than any other article grown 
by our farmers, and is undoubtedly the 
best all-round crop that can be grown on 
cur soil as a crop for profit. The sugar 
cane can be converted into a finished 
market product at less expense in culti- 
vation and handling than any other crop 
known to our farmers. The relative sugar 
producing contents shows 23% per cent, 


per cent. 

This section differs from all other cane 
growing countries in this respect: Here 
every farmer can be a cane producer to 
the extent of his ability and means to 
cultivate it. If he is a small farmer and 
runs but one plow, he can cultivate with 
ease a few acres in sugar cene, at the 
eame time preducing a!! other necessary 
crons. 

Our south Georgia cane growers differ 
ir their estimates of the possible yield of 
sirup per acre. One who is well informed 
says that 600 gallons per acre is a con- 
servative estimate, while some have pro- 
duced as high as 900 to over 1,000 gallons 
per acre.

Fine sirup has been sold this season in 
the northern and western markets at 50 
cents per gallon. At this rate the farmer 
would realize $300 per acre, or $3,000 for 
his 10-acre field. Cut the estimate down 
2, or even 50 per cent, if you please, and 


it would still leave a very handsome 
margin for the planter. Where is the 
country beneath the vaulted dome that 


can show such attractive results in farm 
products? 
Just here I desire to add a word of in- 


dorsement and commendation of Judges 
Jceseph Tillman, of Quitman, Ga., who 
may well be called the inaugurator of 


sugar cine growing on an extensive scale 
in south Georgia. He is probably in posi- 
tion to give more reliable information on 
this subject than any other man in the 
state. His numerous articles on this qués- 
tion have been of untold benefit to our 
farmers, nor is this all, they have been 
the means of the induction of a large 
ciass of very desirable immigrants.

pose of Mr. Clay to ship the jack to his 
Kentucky stock farm, but before the 
recesso9ry arrangements couldbe made 
Mr. Clay became cngaged in a good stiff 
game of poker, ard, after losing all his 
available cash and several negroes, se 
staked the jack against cash, and it 
went, too. However, a few days after- 
wards Mr. Clay succeeded in redeeming 
his animal which he had lost at the 
gaminggtable, and shipped it to Ken- 
tucky, where it became the progenitor of 
what is now the most remarkable strain 
of mules in America. 

Commodore Rodgers built on the lot a 
large z-n® imposing brick mansion, which 
in later years became known as the House 
of Doom, beeause of the series of tragedies 
and misfortunes connected with it. It 
was in this house that the commodore 
died, end not long afterwards it became 
the home of the Washinrton Club, which 
went to. pleccs at the breaking out of the 
civil war. It was then that Secretary 
Seward leased the inension for his ,zesi- 
dence, and it was there that he and son 
with three other persons were nearly 
butchered to death by the Assassin Payne 
cn the night that John Wilkes Booth 
shot President Lincoln. James G. Blaine 
bought the House cf Doom fh 189, and 
from that time he had nothing hut mis- 
fortune.

DAYS AGO BY -BOARD 


-Gity Loses Large Sums of Money 
Each Year on Account of Old 
Meters That Do Not Accu- 
rately Record Amount of 
Water Consumed. 


The water supply of fully 300 consumers 
will be cut off this morning by thé city 
water works department. 

This action is in accordance with steps 
taken by the board of water commission- 
ers last October, when a resolution was 
adopted, providing that all condemned 
meters should be replaced by geod ones 
within thirty days after notice of such 
condemnation. ; 

Since that time the inspectors of the 
department have discovered a large num- 
ber-cf old meters that are cut of order 
and the owners have beer notified. Jn 
many instances new meters have been 
~ bebstituted, but a list has been prepared 

. tf 300 property owners who, although noti- 

fi¢d, have taken no action regarding the 
matter. 
Must Put in*New Meters. 

The! department irnepecters will go out 
this morning and will cut off the water 
where these condemned meters are in 
y.ece and the water will net be turned on 
again until maters in good coniition have, 
been substituted. The department has 
discovered that, on account of the num- 
ber of old meters, a large amount of 
money is ;ost annually by the city be- 
cause no proper record is kept of the 
water consumed. 

New meters cost $15, but the water 
bcard has agreed to substitute new ones 
wherever needed for $10 each. It now 
costs the department about’ 6 cents to 
rump 1,000 gallons of water, and the rate 
charged is but a small fraction over the 
cc st. 

The following is a copy of the notices 
which have been sent out to a large 
number of consumers in the city during 
the past few months: 

“Dear Sir—The water meter at your 
place has been condemned by the meter 
cepartment. I desire to call your atten- 
tion to the following resolution passed 
by the board of water commissioners: 


“€ 


Resolved, by the board of water commission- 
ers,.That from and after this date the super- 
intendent or secretary be instructed to send 
written or printed notices of aH condemned 
meters to the property owner, agent or tenant, 
and unless an order be given by such property 
owner, agent or tenant in the office to have 
said condemned meter replaced within thirty 
days from date of said notice, then the su- 
perintendent or secretary shall have water cut 
off from the premises and not turned on until 
a new meter is ordered put in.

STEVENS ON COTTON CROP. 


Commissioner of Agriculture Sticks 
to Estimate of 1,30V00,000 Bales 
as the Georgia Crop. 

The state department of agricuiture 
sticks to its estimate of 1,300,000 bales for 
the Georgia cotton crop, despite the as- 
sertions in many quarters that it will 
reacn 1,500,000 or 1,600,000 bales, or there- 
abouts. 
It was last August that Commissioner 
O. B. Stevens gave out an estimate that 
the Georgia crop would not go over 1,300,- 
000 bales.” The Georgia receipts up to 
date are about 135,000 bales ahead of®the 
same date last year, but they have al- 
ready begun to fall Off rapidly in com- 
parison with last year. Last year’s total 

receipts were 1,295,000 bales. 

“We stand by our estimate of 1,300,000 
bales," Colonel Stevens said yesterday. 
“There mayy be 75,000 bales more, though 
I hardly think so. But it will not go be- 
yond that amount at the outside. I 
have watched the crop closely and from 
my observations and the port receipts, I 
am satisfied this will prove close to cor- 
rect. Everything has been favorable to 
the gathering of the crop and it came on 
better than was expected. While the re- 
ceipts now are considerably ahead of 
what they were last year, they are now 
beginning to run behind what they were 


last year at the rate of about 28,000 bales 
a week.”’

Go Out During Sensational 
Ten-Mile Race. 


LEANDER, OF CHICAGO, 
THROWN FROM TRACK 


Falls from His Wheel Into Box 
Among Spectators—Nobody Was 
Hurt—“The Terrible Swede”’

When the riders had begun to strain 
every muscle for the third lap of the sixth 
mile. the electric lights in the building 
suddenly went out, leaving the vast 
Coliseum in total] darkness. The wildest 
excitement prevailed. Women screamed, 
and men shouted wildly: 
“Turn on the lights! Turn on the lights! 
Some one wil! be killed.”’ 
To the accompaniment of these shouts 
was feard the dull thuds of the riders, 
falling in confusion on the track. Lean- 
der, who was in the lead at the time the 
lights wer* out, ran into another rider in 
the darkness, and pitched headforemost 
into a bix. which was occupied by three 
women and one man. Fortunately Lean- 
der did not fall on any of the occupants 
of the box, and except for the intense 
rental] strain none of them were injured. 
In the meantime Rutz, ‘‘Russ’’ Walthour 
and Galvin were in a mixup on the track 
near where Leander had fallen into the 
bex. Through the efforts of Jack Prince, 
the manager of the races, and his as- 
sistants. quiet was ‘oon restored among 
the spectators, but the lights were not 
turned on for several minutes. When the 
ghts finally did appear it was fcund that 
none of the riders were seriously injured, 
except Leander, who had fallen into one 
of the three boxes in section W. He sus- 
tained severa; bruises. 
Changed to Ten-Mile Race. 

It was 9:30 o’clock when Manager 
Prince decided to have the 25-mile race 
on the programme changed to a 10-mile 
race on account of the extremely cold 
weather. Several furnaces were going at 
full blast in the building, but despite this 
the cold wind made things uncomfortable 
for the riders, if not for the audience. 

Mr. Prince announced from the center 
of the track that it was thought a 10-mile 
race would be more satisfactory to every- 
body concerned, under the circumstances, 
and the statement was wildly applauded. 
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GEORGE R. LEANDER, 


Of Chicago, the rider who was 
painfully bruised when the lights 
went out in* the Coliseum last 
night. 
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Hadfield, of Newark, N. J., got a good 
start aftgr the gun went off, and led for 
some distance. Leander, however, spurt- 
ed and at the seventh lap gained the lead. 
He kept the lead until the tenth lap, and 
won the first mile of the race, for which 
a special prize was offered. 

In the second mile Leander held the 
lead for a short time, but was’ finally 
outdistanced by Lawson, “‘The Terrible 
Swede,’ while Barclay, of Brooklyn, N. 
¥., gained second place. Lawson he'd 
the leid for one lap, and then Barctay 
gained the lead, with Lawson and Lean- 
der neck and neck for second place. Law- 
son weakened, and Cacwell climbed up 
tc second place; but Ben“ctt sprinted in 
the ninth lap and won the second: mile,

In tte third mile Barclay and Rutz 
fell, but Rutz was on ‘is whee! again in 
a flash and spurted ahead, so that he did 
not lose any time by his fall.

His ad- 
mirers were cheering him on, and he 
smiled confidently. Although he had not 
yet held the lead in the race, ‘t was eyj- 
dent that he was only saving himself, 
while most of the other riders were riding 
their hardest. During the rest of the 
race, up to the time the lights went out, 
Leand‘r easily held the lead and Cad- 
well was second. Leander crossed the

HAROLD BAUER’S SPLENDID 
PIANO RECITAL AT GRAND 


Harold Bauer, who appeared in recital 
at the Grand last night, delighted the 
fourth large audience assembled by the 
Concert and Festival Association this 
season. The house Was an appreciative 
one and its cordial spirit rewarded by a 
magnificent performance, 

Bauer's work entitles him to rans 
among the great virtuose: it displays art, 
intellect, skill and heart in high degrees; 
it has its individuality as that of a mas- 
ter, distinct from that of other masters; 
and as a whole possessing its own color, 
each composer is illustrated by a differ- 
ent shade. His strength is that of the 
perfect young athiete; his delicacy that 
of refinement and feeling, and his control 
that of the fresh and healthy apparentiy 
in body and mind. Thus his touch is en- 
abled to combine a virility, a delicacy and 
a control which lend themselves to the 
making of marvellous effects. At times 
he seemed actually to lift the purest of 
tones from the piano, and again they 
dropped like water easily from his fingers, 
and vet again they were thundered forth 
or pressed out as if through the full force 
of his massive shoulders. 

His technical feats were enormous, full 
opportunity for them being given ‘n his 
splendid programme, which included Men- 
delssohn’s Prelude and Fuque in E minor, 
Schumann's Carnaval; Chopin's Ballade 
in G minor, and Nocturne in E, a Gluck- 
Saint-Saens Airde ballet, and Liszt's Me- 
Phisto Valse. It would seem that his 
scale work, smooth and flowing, was most 
emphatically to be admired, until some 
octave passage, played with a veiocit:’ 
that was fairly dizzying, almost drowned 
the memory of the delicious scale untf! 
it came again, and the two flying hands 
chased each other with rapidity that the 
eves almost refused to follow. The tech- 
nical climax was reached In the Mephisto 
Valse, which was whirled through - ina 
niusic that betraved. in action as well as 
in irresponsible spirit, the meaning of 
the piece. 

Bauer's Chopin was more robust than 
the usual interpretation. Its dreaminess 
and sadness were not of the hopeless dis- 
position; it was not unhappy, and the 
encore waltz rippled with a very opposite 
spirit. 

Mr. Bauer times called to 
acknowledge enthusiastic applause, anu 
he answered two encores. One habit of 
his which was merely a mannerism—that 
of raising his hand high above the piano 
at the end of a number as if he were 
about to strike the instrument—his audi-. 
ence would hardly have blamed him 1? 
he had put into actual performance, he- 
cause the piano was one which did its 
vest to destroy the player’s most artisti> 
effects.

Laramie ‘Boomerang: Close beside the 
Guernsey line of the Burlington, between 
Fort Laramie and Guernsey, where the 
railroad follows the course of the old 
Mormon trail for miles through Wyoming, 
there is an old grave with a bit of his- 
tory.

On Monday morning the two young 
men met and Granade stabbed Pope, in- 
flicting a wound which caused death 
Monalay night. 

W. W. McCroquodale, a dental student, 
testified he was near Pope and Granade 
when the fight occurred Monday morning. 
He said he saw a pair of brass knueks 
in Pope’s hand and that Pope struck 
Granade with them before the latter 
used his knife. He did not hear any 
words pass between the two young men. 

WwW. D. Webb. who was also close to 
Pope and Granade at the time, testified 
he did not see anything in Pope's hands, 
He saw Granade strike a blow and Pope 
staggered backward. Granade'’s blow 
had been a stab with a knife. 

Drs. W. A. Powell and G. F. Chambers 
stated the nature of Pope’s wound. They 
believed a knife with a blade from 2 to 3 
inches long had been used. The lung and 
stomach had been penetrated and death 
was caused by internal hemorrhage. 

Solicitor Hill asked that Granade be 
committed on the charge of murder 
without bail. He calied attention to the 
fact that McCroquodale was a roommate 
of Granade’s and an intimate friend. 

Attorney Cox did not think the evi- 
dence sufficient to hold Granade without 
bail. 

Justice Orr said he was extremely sor- 
ry the youthful prisoner was in such 
trouble. 

“TI think under the evidence,” said the 
justice. ‘I cannot do otherwise than 
commit the prisoner to the Tower to 
await trial. There is evidence pointing 
to a murder and at the same time there 
ic evidence which might make it a case 
of mansiaughter. I will have to recom- 
mit the prisoner.”

swamp nearly 3 miles from the home of 
her sister, Mrs. Dismuke, of Weston, 
with whom Mrs. Lester had been staying 
for some time.

Three days ago Mrs. Lester left the 
hcme of her sister to walk in the woods, 
as was’ often her custom.

Although her 
sister and family were greatly alarmed, 
they had no great fears, thinking that 
surely Mrs. Lester had stoppea with some 
cf the neighbcrs. 

When in the morning inquiry was made 
ind it was found that no one had seen 
arything of the aged lady, her people at 
once realized *he gravity of the situation 
ond a search was at once instituted, 

Caused Great Excitement. 

The news scon spread all through the 
town of Weston that Mrs. Lester had 
disappeared and the wildest excitement 
preVailed. As time were on this grew none 
the less, but on the other hand increased 
as place after place was carefully ex- 
umined and still the search remained 
iruitless. Many theories as to the disap- 
rearance of Mrs. Lester were advanced, 
but hardly any two agreed. Though many 
thought that surely foul play had been 
aenc, still no motive could be ass:gned 
and there was not the slightest clew on 
which to stspect anyone. 

Karly this morning the body was found 
in the swamp by a party of the searchérs.

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COUNCIL WON'T 
PAY PREACHERS 


Declines to Appropriate Sum 
of $5 for Semi-Monthly 
_ Prayers. 


TWO LIVELY DEBATES 
WERE HELD YESTERDAY 


Councilman Harwell, of First Ward, 
Introduces a Resolution Provid- 
ing That the. City Furnish 
Uniforms to Members 
of Police Force. 


The ministers who open the meetings vf 
ecuncil with prayer twice each month 
will not be paid for their services. Council 
yesterday afternoon sustained the finance 
committee in reporting unfavorably the 
resoluticn by Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson, 
which provided that each preacher be 
paid $5 for Lis services. 

The ratter precipitated a spirited dis- 
cussion. Mr. Johnson said the money 
chould be appropriated, because he 
thought ‘council should not request minis- 
ters to officlate without compensation. 
“If you won't pay them,” said he, ‘‘you 
should repeal the ordinance which makes 
it compulsory upon courcil ty have the 
sessions opened with prayer. I have talk- 
ed with three preachers about the matter. 
One scid he did not care one: way or the 
Other, while the other two said they 
would very much like to get the five.’ 

Councilman Howell said he “did not 
care to go against Brother Johnson when 
he was trying to do good,”’ but he was op- 
posed to apprcpriatirng $120 a year for this 
purpose. ‘“‘I am a believer in prayer, and 
I would go down upon n'y Knees in the 
street with any preacher and prav with 
him, bi, if after it was over, he should 
esk me for a dollar, I would not give a 
snap*of my finger for such a prayer. 
We'll suffer if we t-egin paying cut money 
for these prayers.”’ 

Johnson Not a Poser. 

Alderman Johnson asserted he was not 
a “poser,’’ arid that if he wanted prayer, 
he went to church and prayed. He said 
re had not introduced the ordinance pro- 
viding for the opening of sessions with 
prayer, but, as long as it was law, he 
thought the ministers shculd be paid for 
their serviccs. -Alderman Woodward 
stated he had great respect for preachers 
end church members. ‘“‘There ure several 
praying members in this body,’ said he, 
‘and it mignt be a good idea to elect ons 
cf them permanent chaplain.” 

By a vote cf ll to 6 council adopted thea 
finance committee's report. and Alderman 
Jchnson, jeired by Councilmin Styron, 
gave notice of eae motion to reconsider the 
action taken. Councilman Kontz made 
the point that the charter provision cov- 
ering the motion to reconsider did not 
apply in a case of this character, and 
Alderman Welch, who occupied the chair, 
sustained th» point,

The street committee reported favor- 
ably upon the resolution to pave Davis 
street with broken stone and chert. Coun- 
cilman Harwell asked to have. the paper 
re-referred to the’ committee, and Coun- 
cilman Fincher, who favored the work, 
objected. A spirited colloquy ensued be- 
tween the two representatives from the 
first ward. Mr. Harwell denied that he 
had ever announced his intention to urge 
that the work be done. The paper was 
sent back to the committee and the two 
councilmen finally reached a mutual un- 
derstanding regarding ‘the work contem- 
plated. 

A resolution by Councilman Garrett 
was adopted making the alderman and 
councilman from the first and seventh 
wards and the members of the bridge 
committee, members of the Peters street 
viaduct committee, of which Alderman 
Woodward is chairman.
